Farm Deaths 


The farm fatality picture in Al- 
berta to date this year is far from 
encouraging. Accidents on our Al- 
berta farms have claimed at least 
55 lives from January to mid- 
October. With harvest not com- 
pleted in many areas, our farm 
fatality record could well exceed 
that of the past two years. 


Haading the list as farm resident 


killer is the farm tractor — the 
score 22 people. Breaking this 
number down into age groups, we 


find that five of the 22 were be- 
tween two and eight, and were run- 
down by careless tractor operators. 
Another four ranged in age from 
12 to 16, all operating tractors, with 
one death happening on the field, 
the other three on the highway 
Six others ranged from 20 to 43. 
The 20-year-old, a passenger on 
the tractor, was killed, the opera- 
tor escaped injury. The last seven 
ranged in age from 54 to 79

ALBERTA VOTERS

(The following is an _ editorial 
which appeared in the Camrose 
Canadian last week; too late to in» 
fluence voters one way or another, 
in this area; but we do bélieve it 
carries a fair amount of common 
sense.) 

Whichever way the vote goes in 
the next Wednesday’s Liquor Pleb- 
iScite it will probably be the last 
words from the people in quite some 
time. We still think the entire 
plebiscite set-up is a screwball sit- 
uation. No one knows for sure 
what will happen if the vote goes 
“Yes" or “No”. The people will 
have no say in framing the legis- 
jation should the people ask for 
more liberalization of their liquor 
regulations. 


A strong “No” vote might stim- 
ulate a tighning up of the regula- 
tion now in force. We can never 
doubt the sincerity of the chureh 
people, particularly. who are work- 
ing intensly to maintain the status 
quo, but al the same time there are 
many people who honestly think 
conditions would be better if the 
retail system was liberalized. 

The Anglican Church Bishop in 
Edmonton is exhorting his people 
to study the situation carefully, at 
the same time severly criticizing 
the government for presenting 
such an ambiguouse ballot to the 
public. He directs his people to- 
ward a program of sobriety. 

We can readily understand how 
he feels, for we too regret the emas- 
culation of the plebiscite ballot and 
the consequent mental confusion. 
The thing to do now is to get out 
and share in the expression of an 
opinion. 

The Editor of The Canadian was 
challenged in his office last week 
by ai citizen of Vancouver who 
charged that statistics used by the 
“No” forces in Alberta certainly do 
not factually represent the condit- 
ions in that province. He 
tained that actually the consump- 
tion of hard liquor had decreased 
by some 36 per cent in B.C. since 
the advent of the cocktail bars.

TREE PLANTING: During the | 
past few weeks I have been out to 
have a look at the various farms | 
that have ground prepared to take 
trees next spring. In most cases 
the ground is well prepared, as it 
should be. The extra time spent in 
doing a very thorough job of pre- 
paring this ground for trees is 
time well spent. 


All perennial] weeds and = grass 
must be erradicated to meet the re- | 
quirements of the government to 
qualify for free trees. All tree plots 
and applications are subject to fall 
inspection, 

I still have a number of inspec- 
tions to make yet this fall, assum- 
ing of course that this snow will 
disappear. If perchance you have 
trees ordered and your ground is 
not in top notch condition, you will 
still be able to give it another 
stroke or two. 

I may be optmistic. but 1 feel 
that we still will have some more 
good weather to give opportunity to 
clean up these late fall jobs. 

Of course you will have probably 
quessed by noW that unless your 
ground is in satisfactory condition, 
your order for trees for spring 
planting may be cancelled. This is 
quite right as it is a waste of trees, 
tme and effort to plant trees in 
weedy ground. I hope it will not 
be necessary for us to make any 
cancellations

Y% teaspoon salt 

1 cup water 

Red food coloring 

Combine in a deep saucepan and 
cook rapidly without stirring until 
syrup dropped into cold water 
forms a brittle thread which piles 
up in zig-zag fashion (290 deg. F). 
Remove from heat, keep warm and | 
immediately begin dipping apples, | 
one at a time. Place on wax paper 
to cool and harden,

for them) here’s a recipe for:- 

Whole Apple Crisp 

6 tart cooking apples 

1/3 cup butter 

1 cup brown sugar 

2/3 cup sifted all purpose 

flower 

or 1/3 cup flour 

fine rolled oats. 

Core and pare apples. Place 
close together in a greased baking 
dish, Cream butter, add brown 
sugar and cream well. Blend in 
flower with pastry blender until 
mixture is crumbly. Sprinkle mix- 
ture over apples. Bake in moder- 
ately hot oven 375 deg. F for 40 
minutes or until] apples are tender 
and topping is lightly brown 
Yield: Six servings.
